Art in New York; Philadelphia Museum of Art; Fogg Art Museum, Harvard 
University; Corcoran Gallery, Washington; and Victoria and Albert 
Museum, London. Carter has executed murals for the Treasury Department, 
Cleveland Public Auditorium, and Ohio Post Offices. He has been guest 
professor at the Carnegie Institute, Minneapolis School of Art, and 
Atlanta Art Institute among others. Carter has had numerous one-person 
shows and has been included in such important group exhibitions as 
200 Years of American Painting at the Tate Gallery in London. He 
currently resides in Milford, New Jersey. 
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
